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Will Jeft, Davis be Tried?

Oxe result of the great exeitement which has
been cansed by the release of Joff. Davis on
bail, will probably be that the Government wi.ll
be forged to bring him to trial next fall. Davis
is now relessed on bail, to make his appear-
ance at Court 1o answer to the charge of trea-
son. We have no doubt that be will be forth-
coming at the apecified time, The Govern-
ment must then go on with the trial, or vir-
tually sbandon tho case. There can be no
excuse for further delay, and there can be no
excnse for abandoning the case. The Govern-
ment will hardly be willing to encountar the
popular odium sure to follow Davis' uncondi-
tional release. The Court will be ready to
proceed with the trial, the prisoner will be
ready, sud the Government must go on with
ita prosecution.

Lot us glance at the probable aspects the
cage will assne.

First, there are no questions of faols to bo
gottled. The Government, as a matter of
form, will establish the fact of Davis’ partici-
pation in the Rebellion, by the testimony, if
necessary, of Stephens, Lee, Wise, and the
other Southern lenders, Davis will make no
attempt to deny the public position he held.
That he levied war against the United States,
adhering to their epemies, giving them aid
and comfort, will be acknowledged.

His defense must neceasarily be on purasly
legal grounds, admitting the facts, but denying
that they constituted treason. This will bring
up for judivial decision the whole question of
Btate sovereignty, It will also involve the
question of the effect of establishing a de fuetw
government upon the responsibility of those
engaged in it to the law of treason. Did the
charaoter of the war change as it progressed !
Did the Confoderate Government, with its
de facte organization, army, ete., receive auch
recognition from our own Government as to
put those engaged in it in the position not
of domestic traitors, but of foreign enemies ?
These, and like (uestions, must come up on
the trial, and will constitute the chief points
of interast connected with it.

1t is to be regretted that such great topios
cannot come directly before the Supreme
Cowt itself. Their degision by Judge Under-
wood, or even by Chief Justice Chase, pre-
giding over an inferior Court for the purposas
of a criminal trial, would not carry with it
such authority as is demanded by the gravity
of the questions themselves.

But thers is the contingency that, even
though the law of tho case should be so laid
down by the Court as to make Jell. Davis
guilty of treason, a Virginia jury might still
refunse to conviet him. In the face of both
the law and the faots, and of their own ‘oaths,
the jury might still acquit him. Waell, what
of it, suppose they should? Would such an
acquittal carty any weight with it? Could it
ever be pleaded as a precedent, except by men
similarly unmindful of their oathz? Of course
not. The law of treason weuld have been
authoritatively declared. Davis would morally
stand convicted of treason. He wounld only
have escaped conviction through the acknow-
ledged perjury of the jury.

But what if convicted? He wounld not noves-
sarily be punished. The Exeoutive conld
interfere, and commute the sentence or pardon
him outright, Mr, Jolhnson's actiom in the
premiges in such a contingency could not be
foretold. It would depend very much upon
his judgment of politival consequences. Ha is
cold-blooded enough to hang without merey,
and crafty enough to pardon without cause.
But whatever his action might be, the law
would at least have triumphed. We should bo
spared the national mortification of an appa-
rent inability to stamp as legally treasonable
the grest attempt made to overthrow the
Government by the Rebellion. Aud we cannot
help thinking that those who direct public
santiment through the press had much bette
spend their efforts in spurring the Government
on to Davis’ trial, than to a bootless warfare
against a single one of his twenty bondsmen.

Will Mr. Van Cleve Resignt

We see that Common Council yesterday
adopted a resolution directing the committes
on Law to Inguire into the legality of the elac-
tion of Frederick A. Van Cleve as Assistant
City Bolicitor. We hope that a carcful and
impartial imvestigation of the election will be
made, and the decision reached be speedily
made public. Whatever may be the settle-
ment of the legal point at issue, the opinion
held by the community will not be altered,
The adoption of the resolution by Common
Council is an ofiein] rebuke to the elestion of
Mr, Van Cleve. It is & poblic expres-
glon of the doubt which has been in all
aiinds. Under such ciroumstances, the
question arises, will not Mr. Van Cleve

T Wi be not, now that he finds the
u OF at least ko large a portion of it, are
opposed to his holding the position, geacsfully
give up the post? Such undoubtedly would
be his proper course of action. By it he would
redeem himsell from wost of the odinm whiol
his svaricious desire for place hng oaused to by
heaped upon him; and although heoun nover rid
himaelf of his record, nor avoid eendsmuation
for seeking to evade the law, yet ho will thuy
ovinoo a desire to do all he can, and regain
theroby the respect of many of those whose

regard he hag lost. Bhonld he de this, which
ts olearly the proper conrse of astion, the gen-
tleman to whom the position of right belongs,
Thomas J. Worrall, Req,, would be eleoted.
Myr. Worrall is approved by the publfo, Mr,
Van Cleve is not. Mr. Worrall 1s popular and
able, Mr. Van Cleve is neither. We notlos
that the former bas just been unanimously
clocted Repressntative Delegate from the Pifth
Distriot. Everything goes to show that, by
resiguing, Mr. Van Cleve would benellt himsalf
and the interests of the oity. Wo ask again,
Will he not resign?

Tue Acriox or rae New Yorx Usiow Luados
Crop o Homace Onenpmy.—The action last
night of the Union League Club of New York,
on the quastion of ejecling Horace (irseley,
wans just what was expected from any sensible
body of men. After dua deliberation on the
question of the right or wrong of Mr, Gresloy
in baiting Jeflerson Davis, they came to the
wise conolusion that the Clab conld take no
steps in the matter, beoause of the wani of
Jurisdiotion. The resolution adopted had two
olauses, the first of which exprossed the disap-
proval of the Clab of the releasa of Davis on
bail, and the second declared that “there is

five to the bailing of Jeflurson Davia oalling
for proceedings in this Club.”

We need say but a few words on the decision
arrived at, Of the merits of the ralease of
Davis we do not at present intend to speal,
It is a matter utterly distinet from the ques-
tion at issne. Mr. Greeley may have been
right or he may have been wrong in his con.
duct; but he most assuredly had the liburty
of hoosing his own course, The Club had
nothing whatever to do with his decision,

The attempt of some of ita members to
interfere, and to call him to acconnt, was
impertinent, nnd Mr. Greeley in treating it with
contempt anddefiance, administered a deserved
though stinging rebuke, Political and social
clubs camnot be too often reminded that any
attempt on their part to go outside of their
legitimate spheve, and to sit in inquest upon
